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What kind of dishes do you pre- 
pare for your children? Some moth- 
ers make little or no attempt to bear 
the children in mind when planning a 
menu. Others think constantly of 
their children and take great de- 
light in serving surprise dishes that 
will be appreciated by all. 

Children are far more likely to be 
under-nourished than adults. 

But how about our children? They 
refuse to eat green vegetables and 
very often refuse milk as well. Such 
children have no alkaline-reaction 
food except the fruits that are placed 
before them and a wise mother sees 
to it that many dishes contain liber- 
al quantities of milk, so that the 
children will be getting milk in ad- 
dition to fruit. : 

Here are three excellent recipes 
showing how milk and fruit as well 
may be served in desserts that will 
always please the young folks. 

Raspberry Fig Surprise 

1 package powder for raspberry 

junket 

1 pint milk 

4 fig newtons 

First break fig newtons into small 
pieces, and place in the bottom of the 
dessert dishes. Then dissolve powder 
for raspberry junket, in lukewarm 
milk, and pour immediately over the 
fig newtons. Do not disturb until 
firm—about ten minutes. Chill in re- 
frigerator. 

Chocolate Gem Junket 

1 package powder for chocolate 

junket 

1 pint milk 

4 graham crackers 

Break a graham cracker into each 
of four dessert dishes. Then dissolve 
powder for chocolate junket in luke- 
warm milk, and pour immediately 
over the graham crackers. Do not 
disturb until firm—about ten min- 
utes. Chill in refrigerator. 

Rainbow Junket 

2 tablespoons powder for raspberry 

junket 

2 tablespoons powder for lemon 

junket 

2 tablespoons powder for choco- 

late junket 

(or any combination of flavors you 

prefer) 

3 cups milk. 

Prepare the raspberry junket with 
one cup of milk, following directions 
on package. Pour equal amounts in- 
to six individual dessert glasses, and 
let stand in a warm room until firm 
and cool. Then dissolve the powder 
for lemon junket in another cup of 
lukewarm milk, and very gently pour 
cqus! amounts on top of each dish 
of raspberry junket. If the lemon 
junket is poured onto a spoon and 
ailowed to run off the spoon onto 
the raspberry junket, it prevents the 
two kinds of junket from running to- 
gether. When this is firm chill in re- 
frigerator and serve, topped with a 
little whipped cream if desired. 

Vanilla Junket With Apricot Whip 

1 package powder for vanilla 

junket 

1 pint milk 

1 egg white 

} cup sugar 

one-third cup apricot pulp 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Prepare vanilla junket according to 
directions on package, and chill in re- 
frigerator. Beat egg white until 
stiff, add sugar gradually until thor- 
oughly blended. Add apricot pulp 
(prepared by rubbing stewed apricots 
through a sieve) and lemon _ juice. 
Just before serving, heap the glasses 
of junket with apricot whip, and if 
desired, garnish with sections of 
diced orange.

Well, if you spend an- 
other third sitting down, that does- 
n't leave very much time to be up 
and doing’. 

At least I be- 
lieve thousands of boys would say if 
they could give their uneasiness ut- 
terance.

But all this is 
second-hand living; and a boys needs 
| something more substantial, hard and 
, earthly in his diet than cream puffs, 
speculations, shadows, and _ stirring 
tales. Unlike youths of other times, 
our boys are not initiated into the 
clan’s secret societies; they do nnt ac- 


company their fathers on the hunt, 
or the warpath; they do not serve 
apprenticeships; they do not help 
provide the meat, drink, and shelter 
of the tribe; they do not stand guard 
at the door of the wickiup to warn 
of dangers in the night. No: we ex- 
pect our children to have few re- 
sponsibilities, get their lessons, keep 
out of trouble, and prolong child- 
hood into the twenties. 

No Admittance— This Means You 
Kids. In effect this is the sign on | 
our office doors and factory gates, 
over the entrances to our warehouses, 
harbors, quarries, mines, foundries, 
mills, roundhouses, shops, bakeries, 
kitchens, pressrooms, hospitals, la- 
boratories, studios, courtrooms, and 
council chambers. Despite this we 
rage at the school for its failure to 
give youth a social conscience and 
the bone marrow of character, for- 
getting that a modern boy can be- 
come a knowing, even uncomfort- 
ably sophisticated young human, and 
still move and have his being in a 


vacuum.

I might have read volumes on X- 
rays, chemicals, locomotives, wireless 
and astronomy and never once been 
stimulated to keen interest in them. 
But when there were men with the 
patience to take me behind the scenes 
and show me the thing in itself, 
something vital happened; those curi- 
osities and interests that make one 
mentally alive came into being.

'see what is going on are unlimited. 


But we might begin by wagging a 
friendly finger at John Juvenile and 
simply asking him to ‘Come In”. 
Contractor Jones will say: ‘John, 
we're sinking the caissons for the 
new river bridge this Saturday. If 
you want to come, I'll take you on 
one of the barges’. Or Florist Smith 
will say to him: “John, we're doing 
a lot with orchids now out at the 
greenhouses. Drop around”. And 
Editor Brown: “John, it's a great 
life, getting out the “Star”. How'd 
you like to go out with Reporter 
Scoop and then follow his story from 
the editorial rooms to the pregses’’? 
And Potteryman White: ‘John, if 
you show up tomorrow, you can try 
your hand on the potter's wheel. 
We'll bake your vases for you'’? 

Such gestures, to be effective, 
would be more than sight seeing 
tours. The contacts made would be 
followed up. In fact, it is the per- 
sonal equation that would be most 
important, for it is the only possible 
bridge between generations. Friend- 
ship, and understanding grow, not 
merely out of a desire to be friendly, 
but out of common interests and 
activities. 

I have heard men scowl at these 
suggestions and say, “I’m a terribly 
busy man. A boy would get in my 
way be a nuisance”. 

Any service has its nuisance fringe, 
just as any business has its debits 
and it problems. But every service 
has its values and rewards. And no- 
where is it easier or more satisfying 
to show a sound net income than 
in enterprises directed to supplying 
the nascent hungers of youth.
